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Tornado strikes Ho-Chunk 
community 

No injuries reported

A late afternoon tornado that 
struck the Dells Dam community 
(Town of Dewhurst) on July 14 left 
12 Ho-Chunk families with a first- 
hand view of how destructive 
Mother Nature can be. 

Members of the 12 families living 
on tribal trust property about 20 
miles from Black River Falls either 
experienced or witnessed after the 
fact the effects of what the National 
Weather Service later classified as 
an EF1 Tornado, capable of reaching 
wind speeds of 73-122 mph. Al- 
though throughout the area roads 
were blocked and trees were up- 
rooted and the homes were without 
power, no one in the Ho-Chunk 
community was injured or reported 
significant structural property dam- 
age. NOTE: Some homes in the 
area did receive significant damage. 

Under clear blue skies the follow- 
ing morning crews of workers from

throughout the Ho-Chunk 
Nation helped residents 
clean up the damage and 
clear their driveways. Ho- 
Chunk crews spent the ma- 
jority of the time working on 
tribal lands but did con- 
tribute time to the Town of 
Dewhurst. While some of 
the properties were rela- 
tively unaffected, the prop- 
erty of Kunu Helgesen felt 
the brunt of the storm. 

Home when the tornado hit, 
Kunu said the sound “was 
like a freight train with fire- 
works.” The added sound of 
the snapping trees and 
branches made the experi- 
ence surreal, he added. 

When the storm cleared, he 
realized his entire driveway, 
nearly one mile from the 
main road, was completely 
blocked as he crawled and 
climbed his way to the main 
road. Recalling that the tor- 
nado lasted “maybe a couple 
of minutes,” he added that 
he never really felt in danger 
and that in retrospect the ex- 
perience “was kind of neat.” 

Also home when the 
storm hit was elder Myrle 
Thompson, who watched the 
trees sway while looking out 
her window. “I’m not afraid 
of storms,” she said, recall- 
ing that nearly 30 years ago 
a funnel with strong winds 
came through the area.

Damage around her home 
was limited to a fallen tree 
about 50 feet away. 

Ben and Lani Blackdeer 
noted although their home 
was not directly struck, 
fallen trees surrounded their 
home and driveway. “We 
chain sawed our way to the 
road,” Lani said. 

Ho-Chunk Nation Forester 
Mark Gawron explained that 
most of the larger trees will 
likely be left where they 
landed. Arrangements were 
made to take the smaller 
branches and brush to a drop 
off site established in the 
area. 

During the cleanup various 
branches of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation government joined

individuals in arranging that 
food and water was provided 
for both the residents and the 
cleanup crews. Resident 
Hinu Smith stated that while 
the storm did cause damage, 
it did bring people together. 
“I was amazed at how 
quickly some of the roads 
were cleared,” she said. All 
driveways were cleared by 
Thursday afternoon. Some 
residents had their power re- 
stored that afternoon. Oth- 
ers were without power until 
Friday afternoon. 

Lessons learned 
Like often happens, how 
people reacted to the tornado 
provided a good learning ex- 
perience for emergency per- 
sonnel and others who 
worked at the scene. 

Meeting on July 20, the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Storm Re- 
sponse Team held an After 
Action Response Meeting. 
Along with listing what 
went well, the team evalu- 
ated what could have been 
done better. They also sug- 
gested what improvements 
could be made to better uti- 
lize personnel and equip- 
ment when another disaster 
strikes a Ho-Chunk commu- 
nity. 

What went well 

• Assignments were made 
and people were doing 
their jobs. 


• Housing and the DNR 
workers had the appropri- 
ate Personnel Protective 
Equipment (PPE). 

• Incident Command (IC) 
was implemented effec- 
tively. 

• Level of skill among 
heavy equipment and 
DNR crews was impres- 
sive. 

• Dispatch was done effi- 
ciently, appropriate phone

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General Council Agency position 
paper on four-year baccalaureate 
degree requirement

In response to tribal member con- 
cerns we wanted to make the 
Agency’s position clear on the Four- 
Year Baccalaureate Degree Require- 
ment. The Ho-Chunk Nation passed 
Amendment D to the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Constitution which amended Arti- 
cle V, Section 7 of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Constitution on January 30, 
2009. The amendment was effective 
June 20, 2009. The amendment states 
in relevant part, Members of the Leg- 
islature shall be at least twenty-five 
(25) years old and eligible to vote, 
"and shall possess a four-year bac- 
calaureate degree conferred by an ac- 
credited institution of higher 
education." Many members of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation have approached 
General Council agents questioning 
why General Council Agency has not 
taken action to implement the four- 
year degree requirement. The General 
Council Agency is an administrative 
arm of General Council. General 
Council Agency has no authority to 
act independently without the ap- 
proval and express authorization of 
General Council. See Article IV, Sec- 
tions 1 , 2 and 3 of the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Constitution. In order for 
General Council Agency to have the 
authority to take any action, to remove 
or recall a legislator for not having a 
four-year degree requirement, the 
Agency would have to have a resolu- 
tion authorizing such action from 
General Council. 

Further, the Agency requires express 
language in the Resolution stating it 
would apply to currently elected Leg- 
islators and that a Special General 
Council must be called to remove any

The General Council Agency is tak- 
ing submissions for those interested 
in being the Master of Ceremonies 
(MC) for General Council held on 
September 18 at the HCC Convention 
Center.

Duties also include translat- 
ing meeting and resolution 
summaries into the Ho-Chunk lan- 
guage. The MC must be fluent in 
reading and writing Ho-Chunk, and 
have the ability to translate the sum- 
maries in a fair and nonpartisan mat- 
ter.

Legislators affected by the Resolution. 
This Resolution is silent regarding its 
effective date. There is also a legal 
prohibition against any resolution that 
retroactively amends the requirements 
to be a legislator. Absent the express 
language in the Resolution that plainly 
states when the resolution is effective, 
and the constitutional concerns about 
retroactive legislation, the Agency 
cannot take any enforcement action. 

Presumably, in the present case, the 
Amendment would be enforced by the 
Election Board the next time the legis- 
lator ran for elected office. The Board 
would be required to certify the candi- 
date for legislative office. Thus, if a 
candidate lacked a four-year degree, 
then that candidate would likely be 
unable to serve as a legislator. 

General Council Agency also lacks 
authority to remove or recall any 
elected official because the Constitu- 


tion in Article IX provides the express 
manner in which elected officials may 
be removed by the Nation. Under 
Sections 2 and 3 respectively the Pres- 
ident and Legislators may be removed 
for good cause, but this is only after 
they've been given reasonable notice 
of the impending action and had an 
opportunity to be heard. The only 
way notice and an opportunity can be 
heard may be provided is through the 
actual General Council meeting. The 
next General Council is scheduled for 
September 18, 2010, until General 
Council takes place and a proper hear- 
ing can occur General Council 
Agency lacks any authority to take 
any action independently regarding 
the four-year baccalaureate degree re- 
quirement. 

If you have any questions or con- 
cerns regarding any actions or inac- 
tion on the part of General Council 


Agency we invite you to attend a Gen- 
eral Council Agency meeting to dis- 
cuss the matter further. Our meetings 
are open to the public and all mem- 
bers of the Ho-Chunk Nation are wel- 
come.

This letter is for the purpose of clearing up once and for all any 
misconceptions still lingering out there regarding signature 
authority over the General Council and General Council 
Agency’s budget. 

According to the Constitution of the Ho-Chunk Nation, Article III, Section 2.; Branches of 
Government. The government of the Ho-Chunk Nation shall be composed of four (4) branches: General 
Council, Legislature, Executive and Judiciary. 

As of December 3, 2009 The Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature recognized the General Council Agency as 
the people’s representative of the General Council Branch of the Ho-Chu nk Nation government by 
adopting for them their very own budget, this for the first time in the history of the Ho-Chu nk Nation. 

This step was taken in an effort to further clarify and enforce the Ho-Chunk nation’s Constitution Article 
V, Section 3, that; “no branch of government shall exercise the powers of functions delegated to another 
branch.” Prior to December 3, 2010, The Department) f Justice had been supervising the General Council 
Branch’s budget and administrative personnel. 

According to the HCN- General Council Agency By-Laws adopted by Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature 
September 12, 2009, Article Four, Section 2, B; “The Chair shall have such responsibilities that are 
necessary to carry out the function of the GCA including the authority to delegate duties to Agents and 
selected ad hoc committee members.” 

It is with this authority, I hereby delegate signature authority to the GCA -Treasurer, with the GCA Vice- 
Chair as an alternate for signing formal business forms, and supervision authority necessary to carry out 
the functions of the General Council Agency Office. As of this date the GCA -Treasurer is Angie Waege 
and the GCA Vice-Chair is Matt Mullen. 

Your cooperation in these matters is greatly appreciated. Thank you,

He was going to take her 
downstairs for cover but because 
Dolly has been laid up with a bro- 
ken ankle, she couldn’t get her feet 
down off the recliner and hollered 
back, “I CAN’T!” The thought 
that ran through Dave’s head at the 
time was to pick Dolly up, throw 
her over his shoulder and take her 
downstairs. 

As Dolly sat in front of her win- 
dow, she watched her trees being 
uprooted, flying debris from her 
neighbor’s yard landing in her 
front yard, her roof uplifting, and 
her garage shifting off the founda- 
tion. She said, “I firmly believe in 
a higher power, I was not afraid.

On July 20, a little over six months after being in 
a head-on collision, Ho-Chunk elder Dolly Bigjohn 
witnessed what 10 minutes of strong winds and 
sheets of rain are capable of doing to her Wittenberg 
hometown, the hardest hit in Shawano County. 

Trees in her front yard and backyard were uprooted 
and landed just inches away from her car. There 
was also some damage to her home. 

According to the Wisconsin Emergency Manage- 
ment team, two “supercell” thunderstorms moved 
across central and east-central Wisconsin producing 
large hail and damaging winds. The storm caused 
numerous downed trees and power outages through- 
out the area as well as damage to homes, businesses

parked her car next to the garage. Good thing, be- 
cause one of the trees that uprooted landed right in 
the spot where her car is normally parked. It must 
have been her conscience telling her to park some- 
place else because with the power outage, she was 
unable to cook or watch tv, and needed her vehicle 
to later drive to the casino that evening. 

Dolly’s daughter Miriam jokingly said, “The last 
time my sister Melanie picked up mom was to take 
her to a student banquet and there was a bad storm 
then. Now she took her to get her nails done and a 
possible tornado hit.” 

There were many trees that went down throughout 
the neighborhood but everyone is thankful that 
nothing else happened and everyone was okay. Al- 
though Dolly has home owner’s insurance, there is 
no clean-up of trees. She did have a lot of help 
from family, friends, and neighbors to help clear her 
yard, and all of her grandchildren as young as 7 
even helped clear brush. 

Dean Hopinka, who lives down the road from 
Dolly was also hit with uprooted trees. Many years 
back, his dad had planted a maple tree and says it 
was sad to see it go. Although many trees went 
down, they were going to be reused in future teepee 
meetings.

“To preserve the traditions, promote the interests 
and perpetuate the history of the United States Ma- 
rine Corps,” Dennis Beattie (USMC 1963-69) of 
Merrillan, WI is currently seeking former Marines 
as he looks to establish a Black River Falls Detach- 
ment (Post or Chapter) of the Marine Corps League 
in Wisconsin. 

The Marine Corps League, one of the earliest es- 
tablished veteran organizations, was established in 
1923 during a reunion of Marine who served in 
World War I. The League was chartered by an act 
of the United States on August 4, 1937. Member- 
ship is limited to any Marine or Fleet Marine Forces 
Corpsmen who has served honorably or is still on 
active duty. Interested individuals who are not qual- 
ified to join as regular members may be accepted as 
Associate Members. 

Beattie, who is serving as Detachment Temporary 
Commander, explained that although there are ap- 
proximately 42 Detachments in Wisconsin the

To form a Detachment, who members are willing 
to “carry on with honor, courage and commitment” 
at least 20 eligible people must sign a Charter, 
needed for approval by the National Marine Corps 
League Headquarters. Potential members need to 
confirm they were honorably discharged from the 
USMC by presenting a Discharge certificate of 
DD214, completing an application and paying the 
$30 annual dues. 

The purpose of the Marine Core League is: 

• To band together those who are now serving in 
the United States Marine Corps, eligible FMF

discharged from the United States Marine Corps, 
together in fellowship, that they may promote the 
ideals of American freedom and democracy. 

• To help fit its members for the duties of citizen- 
ship and to encourage them to serve ably as citi- 
zens as they have served our nation under arms, 

• To hold sacred the memory and history of the men 


and women who have given their lives to the na- 
tion. 

• To foster love for the principles which they have 
supported by blood and valor since the founding 
of the Republic. 

• To aid voluntarily and to render assistance to all 
Marines and FMF Corpsmen, uniformed and 
civilian, as well as their widows and orphans. 

• To create a bond of comradeship between those in 
the service and those who have returned to civil- 
ian life. 

• To perpetuate the history of the United States Ma- 
rine Corps and by fitting acts to observe the an- 
niversaries of historical occasions of peculiar 
interests to the Marines. 

The next scheduled organizational meeting will be 
held on August 4 at 7:00 p.m. at the Andrew Black- 
hawk Legion Post in Black River Falls. At that time 
Detachment members will vote on the name they 
want placed on the Charter.

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Legislature reconsiders 
health insurance changes

For a number of reasons the 
planned changes to the Na- 
tion’s insurance coverage for 
its employees scheduled to 
take place on July 1 did not 
occur. 

Changes to the coverage 
that was initially expected to 
save the Nation an estimated 
$3-6 million annually in- 
cluded increased deductibles 
that employees could reduce 
by voluntary participation in a 
Health Risk Assessment 


(HRA). Selected as a means 
of preventive medicine, the 
HRA included each volunteer 
submitting a blood sample. 

As employees began partic- 
ipating in the HRA in May, 
concerns brought up by Dr. 
Ben Boardman, a physician at 
the Ho-Chunk Health Clinic 
in Black River Falls, brought 
the process to a halt. 

Boardman’s concerns in- 
cluded how the blood col- 
lected for the HRA would be 
handled and disposed of and 
how future staffing issues at 


the Health Clinic would be 
addressed. 

The testing was scheduled 
to be done by International 
Health Solutions, also 
charged with destroying the 
blood samples. Though the 
details are confidential, Inter- 
national Health Solutions offi- 
cials have assured the 
Legislature that the samples 
will be destroyed after results 
of the testing is known and 
will not be used for any other 
purposes. 


Knowing that after taking 
the HRA, some people would 
become aware of a previously 
unknown medical problem, 
Boardman feared that the cur- 
rent staff levels at the clinic 
could not handle the antici- 
pated increase in people seek- 
ing medical advice. That 
problem has not been ad- 
dressed. 

Along with issues raised by 
Boardman, Rep. Greg Little- 
john stated the Finance Com- 
mittee is currently assessing 
the cost of the testing, evalu- 


ating the cost verses reward 
aspects of the program. 

As of July 27, the matter re- 
mains unresolved though it is 
expected to be reviewed by 
the Finance Committee. Con- 
sultants to the Nation’s insur- 
ance program stated that if 
approved, the HRA would 
likely resume in late Septem- 
ber. Proposed changes to the 
insurance coverage would 
likely not occur before Janu- 
ary 1,2011.

Social Services, HHCDA, 
Veterans’ Affairs, Health and 
the House of Wellness were 
on hand to answer questions 
throughout the day. 

In addition to serving as the 
site for Area Meetings, the 
Branch Office serves a Youth 
Learning Center and a class- 
room for learners of all ages 
studying the Hocak Lan- 
guage. 

Home School Coordinator 
Susan Brockhaus stated that 
during the school year ap- 
proximately 40 students (K- 
12) visit the center each week. 


Transportation is provided 
from school and back home to 
students living within a 15 
mile radius of the south side 
site. 

Throughout the year, Lan- 
guage Instructor Pat Schultz 
conducts classes for both 
youth and adult groups. 

While area tribal members 
do not have direct access to 
some Ho-Chunk services 
available to members in other 
areas, the Nation works with 
organizations in the area that 
provide services specifically 
to Native people.

The Department of Heritage Preservation Estab- 
lishment and Organization Act of 2001 (March 7, 
2001 ) provides that the Department shall have a 
board consisting of five (5) members selected by 
the Executive Director and approved by the Presi- 
dent and Legislature. A director shall not be an 
employee of the Department of Heritage Preserva- 
tion. A director shall not be a member of more 
than two (2) department Boards of Directors. A di- 
rector shall not be appointed nor serve as a mem- 
ber of a subordinate advisory board within the 
Department of Heritage Preservation. 

Accordingly, this is to request applications from 
Ho-Chunk Nation citizens to fill the Board of Direc- 
tor positions. Please submit your name to be con- 
sidered for membership of the Board of Directors, 
Ho-Chunk Department of Heritage Preservation. 

The Act further provides: 

Directors shall have the requisite skills, knowl- 
edge, and education to provide professional and 
expert advice and recommendations to the Execu- 
tive Director. 

The Board of Directors shall serve in an advisory 
capacity on matters referred by the Executive Di- 
rector. The Board shall not be a policy making 
body. The Board shall be involved in the Depart- 
ment’s strategic planning. 

Directors shall serve two (2) year terms and may 
serve for more than one (1 ) term. The terms shall 
be alternated so that two (2) Directors are ap- 
pointed or re-appointed after the first year and 
every two (2) years thereafter and three (3) Direc- 
tors are appointed/re-appointed in the alternate 
years. 

Directors shall be compensated for attendance at 
Board Meetings at a rate established by the Legis- 
lature. 

The Directors shall be subject to the Nation’s law 
regarding nepotism and conflicts of interest.

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The life of a teenage paraplegic

On September 9, 2005, almost five 
years ago, Grayson Hereid who was 
10 years old at the time, became para- 
lyzed from a sudden and violent car 
accident while on her way to Indian 
summer with her mom and sister, suf- 
fering from an injury to her spine. 
They were hit by a drunk driver and 
their vehicle rolled several times be- 
fore coming to a complete stop. Since 
then, Hereid has been a paraplegic but 
has learned not only to survive, but to 
enjoy life as it is. 

Prior to becoming a paraplegic, 
Hereid was an accomplished ballet 
dancer, a Ho-Chunk applique dancer, 
a published poet with the Children’s 
Press, and has had artwork in every 
major museum in Wisconsin. 

Grayson’s story: While on inter- 
state 90-94 just outside of New Lis- 
bon, headed to Milwaukee, Grayson’s 
mother (Wendi Huling) noticed a fifth 
wheel truck in front of her that would 
slow down, speed up, and go over the 
center lane at times. Other drivers on 
the road were passing so Wendi de- 
cided to pass when the driver went 
over the line into her lane, running 
into the side of her SUV, which 
nudged her vehicle enough to flip over 
and over again. Everything happened 
within seconds and severity of the 
truck rolling turned the vehicle com- 
pletely around facing back west to- 
wards Black River Falls. Wendi 
remembers the windshield shattering 
and all she could do was shut her eyes 
to avoid the glass and pray that every- 
one would be okay. The next thing she 
heard was her henu screaming and 
saying, “Oh my God, Momma Baby 
came out of the buckle, I got her 
Momma, I can’t hold on. Oh, God 
Momma Baby went out the window! ” 


With so much going on, she was un- 
able to hold on to her and she lost her 
grip. 

Huling said when she saw her 
daughter laying in the ditch she 
looked like an angel with her red hair 
sprawled out laying on a bed of sweet- 
grass. Within seconds, there was help. 
Travelling behind her was an off-duty 
Dane County Sheriff, who always car- 
ries his radio with him who called for 
help as soon as he saw the SUV 
rolling, and three medics on their way 
to Fort Douglas to be deployed to 
Iraq. Grayson was med flighted to 
Gundersen Lutheran in La Crosse 
where she spent the next five months 
with relatives by her side every day. 
She went through 19 different surger- 
ies and has titanium rods and braces 
maintaining her spinal cord from the 
neck down to her midwaist. 

Grayson then spent six weeks at 
Shriner’s Hospital for Children, in 
Chicago which specializes in children 
with spinal cord and head injuries 
learning how to cope and deal with a 
whole new way of life. Although she 
does not remember much about the 
accident, she does remember before 
the accident and being in the ditch. 
Having been wheelchair bound for the 
past 5 years, she does not quite re- 
member walking or what it feels like, 
but has stayed active to reach the goal 
of hoping to walk again someday. She 
says, “No pain, no gain.” 

Now, 15 years old, Grayson Riane 
Hereid, is proud to say she has 
climbed a 64 foot tall tree and is a cer- 
tified scuba diver. She also played 
hockey with a coach of the Stanley 
Cup, Blackhawks, whom is an am- 
putee and basketball player with the 
Chicago Bulls Par Olympian team. 
Also trying her hand at archery after 
receiving a bronze medal at a Spinal 


Cord Injury Camp for Par Olympian 
athletes she attended in Chicago, June 
23-28, 2010. 

Grayson has attended several camps 
through Shriner’s Hospitals, where 
she has received the nickname “Holly- 
wood” because of her red hair and 
sassy attitude, to help her cope with 
everyday stresses. She is looking at 
getting a new wheelchair capable to 
play sports such as tennis, softball, 
and basketball. “I have always liked 
basketball because it reminds me of 
baseball in a way, to be able to take 
out a lot of anger and frustration.” 

She has a wheelchair bike on its way 
from Germany so she can enjoy bike 
riding once again. 


Grayson will be a sophomore at the 
Black River Falls High School and 
says after high school graduation, she 
plans to attend UW-Madison or 
MATC for Art or possibly Culinary 
Arts to own her own bakery. She’s 
learned she can do anything as long as 
she puts her mind to it, just like every- 
one else, just in a different way. 

Grayson would like to extend a 
heartfelt Thank You to President, Wil- 
frid Cleveland and Presidential Aide 
Jeriah Rave for their continued sup- 
port in assisting Grayson’s Mom, 
Wendi, in transporting Grayson to and 
from Chicago for her continued med- 
ical care and participation in her ath- 
letic endeavors.
